An  estimated  3*623,000  gallons  of  ice  milk  were  manufactured  in  the  United 
States  during  November,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  xiras  10  percent 
more  than  in  November  1937  and  31  percent  greater  than  the  1932-36  five-year  average 
for  the  month.  For  the  first  11  months  of  1938,  production  was  1 percent  above  the 
same  months  of  1937  and  30  percent  larger  than  the  five-year  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  to  November  1937,  ice  milk  production  gained  in  all  areas  of  the 
country  and  particularly  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  Output  of  ice  milk 
dropped  31  percent  between  October  and  November,  compared  with  29  percent  in  1937 
and  a seasonal  decrease  of  28  percent  betxfeen  the  five-year  averages  for  these 
months .

Accumulated  production  for 
the  first  11  months  of  1958  totaled  37*775*000  gallons,  16  percent  more  than  for 
the  same  period  last  year  and  50  percent  above  the  five-year  average  for  these 
months. 

Compared  with  November  1957,  production  increased  most  sharply  in  California, 
followed  by  Oregon,  Montana,  Texas,  and  Illinois.
